Search 
was made and the two men were 
found and arrested, and arraigned in 
the municipal court charged with rob­ 
bery in the ilnd degree. 
The exami­ 
nation occurred on Wednesday, Coun ­ 
ty Attorney Fleming appearing for 
the state and P. J. Murphy for the 
defense. 
Snider positively identified 
the two men arrested as the guilty 
parties, and a young boy aud girl 
living in the neighborhood saw the 
men struggling and identified them, 
They were bound over to await the 
action of the grand jury, and lodged 
in jail. 
One of the men had $20 on 
his person and the other $2 00 when 
taken into custody.

Drowned in Hartley Lake.

mother and sisters became alarmed 
and aroused the neighbors and a 
search was instituted. It was surmis­ 
ed he had drowned as the ice on the 
lake was soft and it was known that 
he went on his skates.

morning early the body was found in 
the lake and recovered. 
The neigh­ 
bors then, within a radius of a mile, 
remembered hearing cries 
at four 
o’clock which must have been made 
by the unfortunate man, but which j 
they supposed were drunken men on 
the Gnll Lake road. 
His sisters and 
mother like himself, were deaf and 
could not hear him. 
The funeral ser- j

U N L I K E OUR M E R C H A N T S . 


Ttione o f T w o H u n d r e d Yearn A g o W o n lil 
Ho C a lle d H ueean eern N ow . 
To lx- a “ m erchant” in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries did not mean 
necessarily th at one was following the 
peaceful business which the name of 
m erchant brings to mind now. The av­ 
erage merchant of those times would bo 
called a buccaneer today. 
M erchants 
then used to fit out fleets and sweep the 
seas, capturing prizes and raiding Span­ 
ish colonies. 
Drake was a type of t ho 
m erchant m ariner of those days, and if 
w ill he adm itted that it. is a curious 
kind of m erchant who sails on his busi­ 
ness trip w ith the purpose of singeing 
the beard of the king of Spain, as ho 
did. B arter did not play much part in 
tho strango and violent form of traffic 
carried on by them. Usually they ex­ 
changed cannon balls, hot from the grid­ 
dle, for the most valuable possessions of 
the Spaniards on tho Central American 
and West Indian coasts. 
One of these old merchants has just 
been unearthed in London. 
There has 
been some excavating in tho ancient 
Church of St. 
M ildred’s, 
in Bread 
street, and about 18 feet below tho floor 
the workmen found a eofiiu of Portland 
stone, overlaid with black marble, in 
which rest the remains of Sir Nicholas 
Crisp. 
Born in 1598, he grew up when 
the English merchants were sending out 
ships to all quarters of the world. 
Sir 
Nicholas organized the rich trade with 
Guinea and built the Castle of Corman- 
tin on the Gold coast for its protection. 
He was one of tin* farmers of the king’s 
customs, and during the troubled times 
of the great rebellion he threw in his 
lot with Charles i. 
He assisted him to 
carry on tin* campaign w ith extraordi­ 
nary sums of money and acted as the in­ 
termediary l*etweon him and (Jueen 
H enrietta Maria for the transmission of 
arms and other supplies which the lat­ 
ter was able to collect abroad. 
When 
suspicion was aroused and he could no 
longer carry on this work, he raised a 
body of 500 horse and joined the royal 
army. 
In 10-15 he fled to Franco, hut return­ 
ed before the close of the common­ 
wealth, met Charles II and resumed his 
old office as farmer of the customs. His 
v rviees were rewarded w ith a baronet­ 
cy. His country house was at Hammer­ 
smith, near the river, and he gave a 
large sum to tin* building of the parish 
church there, in which ho erected a 
handsome monument 
in memory of 
Charles I. 
On his deathbed he said to 
his grandson, “ Lay my body in tho 
family vault in the parish Church of 
St. M ildred’s, Bread street, hut let my 
heart be placed in an urn at my m aster’s 
feet.” The urn, on a pedestal of black 
marblp, still is in Hammersmith church. 
Sir Nicholas left money that his heart 
m ight l*e refreshed with a glass of w ine 
every year, and this bequest was carried 
out for more than a century. At the re­ 
quest of tho vicar and people of Ham­ 
mersmith tli*' coffin will 1 Hi reinterred 
in the churchyard instead of Indng trans­ 
ferred to Woking, so after more than 
200 years tho body of the stanch old 
loyalist w ill be laid to rest near the nm 
in which his heart is enshrined and un­ 
der tho shadow of the church ho did so 
much to found. 
Tho peaceable character of tho busi­ 
ness of Sir Nicholas Crisp, called the 
foremost London merchant of his time, 
is illustrated by his quiet aud subdued 
dress. Instead of tho jx-n he carried the 
musket, iuM he knew more about the 
smell of gunpowder than the dust of a 
counting nxan.—New York Press.

a Brahmin is the worker of 
tiles* marvels. 
Ile is well known in Cal- 


j cutta. and does not profess to Work out 
his method of theft detection for money, 
! but I* aves it to those who employ him to 
reward him if they think fit. 
It is said 
that this is readily done, and that he 
makes a good thing out of it. 
A cook in the service of a fam ily in the 
locality alluded to intrusted his nephew 
with a large sum of money to keep in de­ 
posit. 
The nephew alleged that he placed 
the money in an earthen pot, which he 
buried. 
The location of the exact spot 
was confided to a friend. 
Shortly after 
this the cook was informed by his nephew 
| that the pot and money had disappeared. 
With th* nephew’s consent the Brahmin 
was summoned to discover the thieF, and 
the following is a bare narration of the 
extraordinary procedure he adopted, and 
usually adopts, In all such cases. 
Ac­ 
companied by an aid, he comes to the 
house, provided with two bamboo rods 
about sixteen feet long and an Inch and 
a half in diameter. 
He also has with him 
a number of fresh peepul leaves, a cocoa­ 
nut, some rice and some vermilion and 
sowries. 
A fresh earthen dish has to be 
provided by the person who summons 
him, as well as a stool. 
All the servants in the house are sum­ 
moned. They are made to stand in a half- 
circle, and their names are written on 
each leaf, and these leaves, with one 
painted with the vermilion, are placed 
in the dish, which in its turn is placed 
on the stool. Two utter strangers are 
then made to hold the bamboo rods, one 
in each hand, opposite each other, with 
their elbows far behind their hips, so that 
they can have little or no influence in 
turning or bending the rods. Now comes 
the strange part of the proceedings. At 
the Brahmin’s call of each name the bam­ 
boo rods In the first instance rise together 
and form a semi circle above. They then 
bend, and, forming a semi-circle below, 
gradually tom e together, pick up the leaf 
containing the name called out and throw 
it out of the dish. This strange process Is 
repeated until the name of th*- thief, as 
alleged, is called, when they both seize 
the leaf, lift it up, and only disengage 
at the call of the Brahmin, who entreats 
the rods to let the leaf go. To all ap­ 
pearances the two men who hold the rods 
make no effort whatever. 
The thing is done in such an extraordi­ 
nary fashion as to exceed belief. In fact, 
a reasonable human being cannot believe 
it till he has witnessed it, and when he 
has done so his amazement is all the 
greater. Here is, indeed, a marvel for 
the scientist to puzzle over. 
The two 
rods bend, come together and seize upon 
the right names as they are* called out, 
and then throw them aside except in the 
case of the thief. In this instance tho 
nephew confessed to the theft, and a 
number of his relatives who had come 
from up-country to witness the ordeal 
made restitution.

Official returns on the recent election 
are not yet obtained, but in only one or 
tw o states are they likely to change the 
results. In New York Col. Roosevelt 
was elected governor by a plurality of 
21,2S6 over Judge Yan Wyck. The re­ 
sult on congressmen was a surprise, 
even to the Democrats themselves. 
Nineteen of their candidates were 
elected, the Republicans getting but 
fifteen. This is a gain of thirteen. The 
legislature Is undoubtedly Republican, 
and will choose a successor to Senator 
Murphy, the present Democratic In­ 
cumbent. 
In Illinois the Republican candidate 
for state treasurer received a plurality 
•of nearly 30,000. The other candidates 
received slightly larger majorities. The 
Democrats gained five, and probably, 
•six congressmen, leaving the delegation 
about equally divided. The Republi­ 
cans will have a slight majority in the 
legislature. 
The Republican candidate for gov­ 
ernor of Pennsylvania received a plu­ 
rality of about 123,000. This may be 
increased slightly by the official can­ 
vass. The delegation In the next con­ 
gress will stand twenty Republicans 
end ten Democrats. The legislature is 
Republican by a safe majority. 
The entire Democratic ticket In Mis­ 
souri was elected by about 30,000 ma­ 
jority. The legislature is Democratic. 
Twelve Democratic congressmen were 
elected and three Republicans. 
Gov. Plnfgree was re-elected govern­ 
o r of Michigan by about 70,000 major­ 
ity. The legislature Is overwhelmingly 
Republican. A solid Republican dele­ 
gation will go to congress. 
Kansas went Republican by about 
13,000, and elected a Republican legis­ 
lature. Jerry Simpson was defeated 
for congress. 
The fusion ticket In Colorado was 
successful by a margin of about 50,000. 
The legislature Is strongly fusion. 
In Nebraska the fusion ticket was 
victorious, according to the unofficial 
returns, by a safe majority. The gov- 
•ernor’s majority will be about 7,000. 
The vote on governor in Nevada Is 
very close, the Republican candidate Is 
slightly in the lead, but official returns 
may show a majority for his opponent. 
The legislature is Republican. 
Democrats elected six congressmen 
In West Virginia, the Republicans two, 
leaving five in doubt. Both parties 
claim the legislature. 
Tennessee elected the Democratic 
ticket by a large majority. The legis 
lature is Democratic, and the Demo­ 
crats elected eight of the ten congress­ 
men. 
The Democrats of Kentucky won a 
sweeping victory, by electing nine of 
the eleven congressmen. 
Ohio went Republican by a large ma­ 
jority, the candidate for secretary of 
state receiving a plurality of about 59,- 
•000. The congressional delegation will 
stand fifteen Republicans and six Dem­ 
ocrats. 
The Democrats gained two congress­ 
men in Maryland, the delegation now 
standing four Republicans and two 
Democrats. 
The election In North Carolina result­ 
ed in the return of seven Democratic 
congressmen, one fusion and one Re­ 
publican. 
Gov. Walcott (Rep.) is re-elected gov­ 
ernor of Massachusetts by a majority 
of 83,348. The legislature is Republi­ 
can. and the Republicans elected ten 
of the thirteen congressmen. 
Texas went Democratic by about 
200.000 on the state ticket. The con­ 
gressional delegation will stand eleven 
Democrats, one Republican and one In­ 
dependent.

rUSION CANDIDATE RECEIVES A 


LARGE MAJORITY. 


TRAPPING THIEVES IN INDIA. 


A Brahmin Who I* the Worker of 
leem ing Miracle*. 
M adras W eekly Mail: 
The following 
extraordinary n arratio n of facts as they 
occurred, and which, we are inform ed, 
w ere witnessed and can be testified to by 
the m em bers of three households occupy­ 
ing a large house in Bentinck street, Cal­ 
cutta, are so rem arkable th a t it is w orth 
the while of any scientist to test them 
personally, as this can be easily done on 
the occasion of any th eft by dom estics 
in a house. 
It m ay be added th a t every 
serv an t In C alcutta is a lively believer 
in its efficacy, and, if a thief, a t once 
confesses. 
A B rahm in is the w orker of 
these m arvels. 
H e is well know n in C al­ 
cutta. and does not profess to Work out 
his m ethod of th e ft detection for money, 
but leaves it to those who em ploy him to 
rew ard him if they think fit. 
It is said 
th a t this is readily done, and th a t he 
m akes a good thing out of it. 
A cook in the service of a fam ily in the 
locality alluded to intrusted his nephew 
with a large sum of money to keep in de­ 
posit. The nephew alleged th a t he placed 
the money in an earthen ppt, which he 
buried. 
The location of the exact spot 
w as confided to a friend. 
Shortly a fte r 
this the cook w as Informed by his nephew 
th a t the pot and money had disappeared. 
W ith the nephew 's consent the B rahm in 
was summ oned to discover the thief, and 
tho following is a bare n arratio n of the 
extraordinary procedure he adopted, and 
usually adopts, in all such cases. 
Ac­ 
com panied by an ald, he com es to the 
house, provided w ith two bam boo rods 
about sixteen feet long and an inch and 
a half in diam eter. He also has w ith him 
a num ber of fresh peepul leaves, a cocoa­ 
nut, some rice and some verm ilion and 
sowrles. A fresh earthen dish has to be 
provided by th e person who sum m ons 
him, as well as a stool. 
All the servants in th e house are sum ­ 
moned. They are m ade to stand in a half­ 
circle, and th eir nam es are w ritten on 
each leaf, and these leaves, w ith one 
painted w ith the vermilion, are placed 
in the dish, w hich In its tu rn is placed 
on the stool. Two u tte r stran g ers are 
then m ade to hold th£ bamboo rods, one 
In each hand, opposite each other, w ith 
their elbows fa r behind their hips, so th at 
they can have little or no influence in 
turning or bending the rods. Now comes 
the strange p art of the proceedings. At 
the B rahm in’s call of each nam e the bam ­ 
boo rods In the first instance rise together 
and form a semi circle above. They then 
bend, and, form ing a semi-circle below, 
gradually tom e together, pick up the leaf 
containing th e nam e called out and throw 
it out of the dish. This strange process is 
repeated until the nam e of the thief, as 
alleged, is called, when they both seise 
th e leaf, lift it up, and only disengage 
a t the call of th e Brahm in, who en treats 
the rods to let the leaf go. To all ap­ 
pearance* the tw o men who hold the rod* 
m ake no effort w hatever. 
T he thing is done in such an extraordi­ 
nary fashion as to exceed belief. In fact, 
a reasonable hum an being cannot believe 
it till he h as witnessed it. and when hs 
has done so his am azem ent Is all the 
greater. H ere is, Indeed, a m arvel for 
the scientist to puzzle over. 
The two 
rods bend, come together and seize upon 
the right nam es as they are» called out, 
and then throw them aside except in the 
case of th e thief. In this Instance th e 
nephew confessed to the theft, and a 
num ber of his relatives who had come 
from up-eountry to w itness tho ordeal 
m ade restitution.

situation and careful consideration of 
instructions from department, appreci­ 
ating great interest taken by nation 
and government in fate of Teresa, re­ 
gret exceedingly to express the opinion 
that it In hopeless to expect to rescue 
the ship. Craven, Blow, Hobson, Crit­ 
tenden confirm my opinion. Wreck Id 
stranded In from sixteen to twenty- 
one feet of water, with head to north­ 
ward. 
With exception of few feet 
astern and forward where cut away, 
ship rests on rocky reef, covered with 
coral sand, Interspersed with bould­ 
ers, half-mile south Bird Point. 
“In considering practicability of res­ 
cuing Teresa the fact must be consid­ 
ered flint sin* lies upon coral reef with 
but thin layer of Hand on windward 
side of an Island constantly exposed to 
heavy Boas due to trade winds and to 
Influence .of ninny storms developing 
to eastward or southward. Character 
of bottom makes an anchorage off east­ 
ern const of island dangerous. Geo­ 
graphical position 
permits force of 
more or less magnitude to be constant­ 
ly disintegrating ship.

Current Notes of Interesting and Instructive 
Discoveries and Inventions. 


Aa Appl* Picker. 
J 
So much trouble is experienced by 
frchardlsts in gathering fruits that de­ 
vices of various sorts have been em­ 
ployed to remove the fruit without in- 
•ury. 
One of the simplest of these is 
% long pole to which is attached a ring, 
or holder, and a canvas bag. 
The bag 
may be of any shape, but the long 
tube seems to be preferred. 
This has 
>een used in some orchards for 
a 
number of years. 
The greatest diffi­ 
culty seems to be In devising a pole or 
stick sufficiently light to be manage­ 
able. 
A bamboo fishing rod has been 
employed for this use with very satis­ 
factory results. 
It Is light and suffi­ 
ciently firm for the purpose. 
The ad­ 
vantage of the tube is that as soon as 
the fruit Is released from the stem It 
rolls down within reach of the opera­ 
tor, but where a bag is employed the 
upper end of the picker becomes heavy 
with the accumulated product. 
Some 
of these simple devices will save a 
great amount of fruit as well as time 
and strength, and maybe life and limb. 
Climbing to the top of a pear or peach 
tree is hazardous business, and only 
a very light person can do this In 
safety with ordinary ladders. There­ 
fore a gatherer of some sort Is almost 
necessity. 
There has been some 
discussion of late 
about 
patenting 
such devices, but the Idea is old and 
was utilized a score of years ago. 
It 
might be possible to arrange some 
Improvement in existing models, but 
the idea proper is not patentable.

The employment of the art of tele­ 
graphing has so far developed at the 
present time that the telegraph oper­ 
ator is found in one corner of many 
brokers’ as well as newspaper offices, 
police stations, etc., and in such places 
it is desired to maintain for the tran­ 
saction of other business as much quiet 
as possible. 
The Morse watch secures 
that end by permitting the telegraph­ 
ing to go on to all intents and pur­ 
poses In silence. 
Probably the most important use, 
however, that the Morse watch will 
serve is In connection with the mili­ 
tary telegraphs and all offices where 
absolute secrecy is one of the first re* 
qulrements.

A n i m a l Odor. 
A correspondent of Country Gentle­ 
man says: 
We do not hear so much now of the 
characteristic odor of milk, to which 
the term, “animal odor,” was first ap­ 
plied. 
I had long before studied out 
the matter, which was first brought to 
my attention when 1 used the deep- 
setting method in my dairy. 
In the 
use of the deep pail I first noticed a 
yellow, oily matter floating 
011 
the 
water in the tank and in minute drops 
on the cream. By experimenting with 
this oil, gathered carefully, I found it 
had a characteristic odor, the same in 
every way as that of the flesh of the 
cow and of the blood of all kinds of 
animals, and also of persons who have 
not yet discovered the valuable uses 
of a bath occasionally, by which the 
accumulated perspiration of the body, 
with its disagreeable odor, is remov­ 
ed. The cleanest cow, I found, had the 
same kind of odor, and it could be de­ 
tected in the cleanest stable if it were 
not well ventilated. 
But always the 
cow’s body smelled In the same way, 
and in thinking of it I came to the 
conclusion that this special odor was 
a natural possession of every animal, 
and while not so intensely apparent to 
the human senses, yet it is spec illy 
bo to animals, whose scent is so eas'ly 
recognized by dogs, and the young of 
the animal itself by its dam. 
It is by 
this that the cow recognizes hr- calf, 
the ewe knows her lamb, and the hunt­ 
ing dog traces the game by its footsteps 
on the ground. 
I found that this oil wfas exceedingly 
volatile, and a drop of It spread 011 
oiled paper evaporated In a few he;rs, 
leaving no stain. 
I moreover found it 
was not to bo detected in milk, or the 
cream from it that had been standing 
a few hours, and wc quickly discharg­ 
ed from milk by heating it a little in 
shallow pans by setting them on a 
slightly warm stove for a few minutes, 
thus raising the temperature to 100 
degrees. 
I then made conical caps of 
tin to fit over my deep pails, extending 
a little over the edge, so that this oil 
gathering, with the vapor from 
the 
milk, would be carried off and drop into 
the tank, where, on account of G. 
low 
degree of temperature of the water, it 
remained in small drops floating on the 
surface unevaporated. 
It v > a satis­ 
factory conclusion that 
there 
was 
nothing really unwholesome in this 
matter, as it came from all the enws 
alike, and if the milk was drunk quite 
fresh from the cow, it had no ill effect 
whatever 011 a person drinking it. 
By 
cooling the milk in shallow pans this 
odoriferous oil quickly passes off with­ 
out cream, and in churning the fresh 
milk is also passed away, leaving no 
trace in the butter. For these reasons 
I objected always to the process of 
cooling the milk by passing it when 
fresh through pipes immersed in cold 
water, but favored and practiced the 
aerating of it by pouring it from a 
height of a few feet from a strainer, so 
as to expose it thoroughly to the air 
before it was set away. 
T i l s device 
completely removed all traces of it In 
the deep palls, aud thus my conical 
cap over the palls was no longer •'ced­ 
ed.

D a n g e r In Uie o f P re s e rv a ti v e s . 
B. D. White, in the St. Paul Dairy 
Reporter, discusses the use of preserva­ 
tives, in which he says: 
Of late have sprung into existence 
a number of preparations claiming to 
be safe and efficient food preserva­ 
tives. 
How* far they have been or are 
now employed by creameries, or pa­ 
trons delivering milk to creameries, or 
cheese factories, is a question t hieh 
can only be answered by those sell! :g 
the stuff, yet there are goods reasons 
for surmising that some of it is used, 
and we positively know that some of it 
is being used within the state. 
I be­ 
lieve it is the duty of every butter or 
cheesemaker to raise his voice 
and 
hand against the use of preservatives 
of any kind to be used for the purpose 
of increasing the keeping qualities of 
either milk, cream or butter. 
Let me 
point out three dangers a buttermaker 
would meet if his patrons were to use 
preservatives: 
First—A buttermaker would 
have 
no control over the cream, he would 
have no idea how much had 
been 
used; consequently would not know 
how much start r to use, or how long 
it would take to ripen the cream. 
Second—If patrons should keep the 
milk sweet they would refuse to bring 
the milk to the creamery every day, 
and milk would lose its fine flavor, 
preventing a man from making fine 
butter. 
Third-—The patrons would not have 
to exercise sanitary precautions in or­ 
der to keep the milk, and some of it 
would be carried into the cream and 
butter, consequently there would be 
an Inferior article of butter made in 
general. 


P o u ltr y Su£g«*tlonn. 
We have observed that the best fowls 
for farmers as flesh and egg producers 
are 
Plymouth 
Rocks, 
Wyandottes, 
Langshans and Light Brahmas, says 
Poultry Journal. 
For eggs alone, Leg­ 
horns, 
Minorcas, 
Andalusians 
and 
Hamburgs. These are the leading farm 
breeds and may be made to do well 
■with good, intelligent farifi manage­ 
ment, but do not expect to reap all the 
benefits from a certain breed of fowls. 
Some of the flesh fowls will disappoint 
rou from time to time in the production 
of eggs, and you may as well look for 
disappointment. * While running 
at 
large, It should be remembered that the 
ben will be supplied with egg shell 
j material, but when confined in winter, 
' they should be provided that material, 


and there is no better time than right 
now to begin to arrange for supplying 
it. Cut raw bone is one of the best 
materials for them. 
Table scraps will 
aid largely in egg production. 
The 
buildings should be so constructed that 
the living and scratching room should 
face the south. 
The roosting room 
should be made as warm as possible 
and tin* scratching room should lie dry 
and provided with plenty of litter. 
It 
is as natural for 11 lien to aerateh as it 
Is for a schoolboy with the itch, and 
both must have an occasion to do no. 
The building can be made a great deal 
warmer by employment of tar pa per 
and the windows may lie double. 
The 
interior should be so arranged that it 
can be readily cleaned out, and this 
should be attended to regularly, and It 
may also he arranged to suit the c o n ­ 
venience of the owner. 
Some like to 
do all the work 011 the Interior of the 
poultry house for the 
way, arul 
other equally as 
successful 
poultry 
breed* rs will not have the passage way 
in tlie house. 
When the fowls are in 
their winter quarters it will ho found 
better to have tho nests in a dark and 
secluded place, if such can be arranged 
for. 
Of course tho dust bath will be 
arranged for. the drinking fountain 
and tho box of grit. 


Healing Stock 1‘rciiilllin*. 
The “Banner” of Frankfort, Indiana, 
says: On Tuesday, the directors of t 1m* 
Clinton County Agricultural Associa 
tion met at thoir room in the court 
house, and audited their account.* prc 
punitory to winding up the affairs of 
tho association. The receipts from all 
sources 
this 
year 
aggregate 
about 
$3,500. Of this it will require $1,600 to 
defray 
expenses 
Incurred, 
together 
witli $900 purses for the speed ring, 
and over $1,400 offered in premiums. 
It was decided to pay all debts of tlm 
association, to pay nil premiums at tho 
rate of 50 cents on the dollar. 
Commenting on this, 
tin* 
Indiana 
Farm r says: This Is not the only in­ 
stance of the kind In the state, where 
the breeder of cattle, swine, sheep or 
poultry lias to wait, and take what I 
1* ft, if it is only 10 cents on the dol 
lar. His fine herd of cattle, where the 
bull has cost him hundreds of dol 
lars, and he has labored for hIx months 
to get his h**rd in shape to meet com­ 
petitors, runs the risk 
of 
railroad 
wrecks, etc., leaves his home to attend 
the fair, shows his cattle and then he 
has to take what is left. But. the speed 
horse is king, and Ills m o n e y is ready 
as soon as the race is won. 
Why ? 
Because the rules of tho American 
Trotting 
Association 
demand 
this. 
The swine breeders, the sheep breeders 
and the poultry breeders fare the sann* 
as the cattle breeders. 
There Is but 
one way to stop such injustice, and 
that is for all breeders of live stock t*< 
join tho association now b e in g orga­ 
nized, to refuse to show at all fairs* 
that prorate premiums in 1898 in all de­ 
partments except speed. 
This m e e tin g 
will be held in Indianapolis In January 
next, aud a full a)tendance 
is 
re­ 
quested. 


I'urchniiliig Ciooii l ow In. 
This Is the time of year to purchase 
'owls for next year's laying. 
It is th<* 
time of year when on every farm more 
or less stock will be sold off. 
It is true 
that on many farms the stock to b<* 
sold will he that least adapted to fu­ 
ture operations, but there are always 
many exceptions. 
Here and there are 
farms where the surplus must he sold 
off whether that surplus he good or 
bad in quality. Among the marketable 
product will be found many very good 
birds that may be bought at a very 
reasonable price. 
Agree to pay so 
much per bird and if need be add a lit 
tie to the price for the; privilege of go­ 
ing through the flock and picking out 
the best birds. 
Very oft* n excellent 
specimens may bo obtained In that 
way. IMck out birds with good combs, 
bright eyes, clear mouths, and smooth 
legs. 
Be sure that no contagious dis­ 
ease prevails In the flock. 
This fall 
purchasing is economical and a help to 
both the buyer and seller. 
If a man 
really needs a bird to put with his lay 
ing flock, the money be pays for a 
healthy bird this fall will be a good in­ 
vestment. 
It never pays to wait for a 
bird to hatch and mature If we have 
use for her and the money with which 
to buy, for the reason that a fowl that 
is good for anything will have paid 
for herself before a half year has pass­ 
ed. 


T w o M ode* o f F p p iIIii)*. 
Feeding fowls to produce eggs is one 
mode and feeding them for market is 
entirely different. 
A laying hen 
is 
treated in a certain way which will 
compel her to form and lay all the 
eggs that she is capable of, according 
as she is of a prolific laying struin or 
otherwise. 
All breeds cannot be fed 
alike, if the best results are sought. 
What would be a satisfying meal for 
a Leghorn would induce fat in a Ply­ 
mouth Rock or Brahma. 
The light 
weight, nervous, active 
breeds 
like 
Leghorns may be fed, therefore, much 
more liberally than the heavy varie­ 
ties. Especially is this true during the 
winter months, when the fowls are 
confined to their houses.—Ex.

A n im a l O d o r. 
A correspondent of Country Gentle­ 
man says: 
We do not hear so much now of the 
characteristic odor of milk, to which 
the term, “animal odor,” was first ap­ 
plied. 
I had long before studied out 
the matter, which was first brought to 
my attention when I used the deep- 
setting method in my dairy. 
In the 
use of the deep pail I first noticed a 
yellow, oily matter floating on 
the 
water in the tank and in minute drops 
on the cream. By experimenting with 
this oil, gathered carefully, I found it 
had a characteristic odor, the same in 
every way as that of the flesh of the 
cow and of the blood of all klndB of 
animals, and also of persons who have 
not yet discovered the valuable uses 
of a bath occasionally, by which the 
accumulated perspiration of the body, 
with its disagreeable odor, is remov­ 
ed. The cleanest cow, I found, had the 
same kind of odor, and it could be de­ 
tected in the cleanest stable if it were 
not well ventilated. 
But always the 
cow’s body smelled in the same way, 
and in thinking of it I came to the 
conclusion that this special odor was 
a natural possession of every animal, 
and while not so intensely apparent to 
the human senses, yet it is specially 
bo to animals, whose scent is so easily 
recognized by dogs, and the young of 
the animal itself by its dam. It is by 
this that the cow recognizes he- calf, 
the ewe knows her lamb, and the hunt­ 
ing dog traces the game by its footsteps 
on the ground. 
I found that this oil was exceedingly 
volatile, and a drop of it spread on 
oiled paper evaporated In a few hcr.rs, 
leaving no stain. I moreover found it 
was not to be detected in milk, or the 
cream from it that had been standing 
a few hours, and was quickly discharg­ 
ed from milk by heating it a little in 
shallow pans by setting them on a 
■lightly warm stove for a few minutes, 
thus raising the temperature to IOO 
degrees. I then made conical caps of 
tin to fit over my deep pails, extending 
a little over the edge, so that this oil 
gathering, with the vapor from 
the 
milk, would be carried off and drop into 
the tank, where, on account of tk~ low 
degree of temperature of the water, it 
remained in small drops floating on the 
surface unevaporated. It *~3 a satis­ 
factory conclusion that 
there 
was 
nothing really unwholesome in this 
matter, as it came from all the cows 
alike, and lf the milk was drunk quite 
fresh from the cow, It had no ill effect 
whatever on a person drinking it. By 
cooling the milk in shallow pans this 
odoriferous oil quickly passes off with 
out cream, and in churning the fresh 
milk is also passed away, leaving no 
trace in the butter. For these reasons 
I objected always to the process of 
cooling the milk by passing it when 
fresh through pipes immersed in cold 
water, but favored and practiced the 
aerating of it by pouring it from a 
height of a few feet from a strainer, so 
as to expose it thoroughly to the air 
before it was set away. 
Tam device 
completely removed all traces of it In 
the deep pRila, and thus my conical 
cap over the pails was no longer -'ced­ 
ed.

now to begin to arrange for supplying 
it.

When tho fowls are in 
their winter quarters it will be found 
better to have tho nests in a dark and 
secluded place, if such can be arranged 
for. 
O f course tho dust bath will be 
arranged for, the drinking fountain 
and the box of grit.

Farmer says: This is not the only in­ 
stance of the kind in the state, where 
the breeder of cattle, swine, sheep or 
poultry has to wait, and take what is 
left, lf it Is only IO cents on the dol­ 
lar. His fine herd of cattle, where the 
bull has cost him hundreds of dol­ 
lars, and he has labored for six months 
to get his herd In shape to meet com­ 
petitors, runs the risk 
of 
railroad 
wrecks, etc., leaves his home to attend 
the fair, shows his cattle and then he 
has to take what is left. But the speed 
horse is king, and his money is ready 
as Boon as the race is won. 
Why? 
Because the rules of tho American 
Trotting 
Association 
demand 
this. 
The swine breeders, the sheep breeders 
and the poultry breeders fare tho same 
as the cattle breeders. 
There Is but 
one way to stop such Injustice, and 
that is for all breeders of live stock to 
join tho association now being orga­ 
nized, to refuse to show at all fairs* 
that prorate premiums in 1S98 in nil de­ 
partments except speed.

Dang or In Can of Preservatives. 
B. D. White, in the St. Paul Dairy 
Reporter, discusses the use of preserva­ 
tives, in which he says: 
Of late have sprung into existence 
a number of preparations claiming to 
be safe and efficient food preserva­ 
tives. How far they have been or are 
now employed by creameries, or pa­ 
trons delivering milk to creameries, or 
cheese factories, Is a question vhich 
can only be answered by those selling 
the stuff, yet there are goods reasons 
for surmising that some of it is used, 
and we positively know that some of it 
is being used within the state. 
I be­ 
lieve It Is the duty of every butter or 
cheesemaker to raise his voice and 
hand against the use of preservatives 
of any kind to be used for the purpose 
of increasing the keeping qualities of 
either milk, cream or butter. Let me 
point out three dangers a buttermaker 
would meet if his patrons were to use 
preservatives: 
First—A buttermaker would 
have 
no control over the cream, he would 
have no idea how much had 
been 
used; consequently would not know 
how much starter to use, or how long 
It would take to ripen the cream. 
Second—If patrons should keep the 
milk sweet they would refuse to bring 
the milk to the creamery every day, 
and milk would lose its fine flavor, 
preventing a man from making fine 
butter. 
Third—The patrons would not have 
to exercise sanitary precautions in or- 
dor to keep the milk, and some of It 
would be carried Into the cream and 
butter, consequently there would be 
an Inferior Article of butter made in 
ganaral. 


Purchasing Cloud Fowl*. 
This is the time of year to purchase 
fowls for next year’s laying. 
It is the 
time of year when on every farm more 
or less stock will be sold off. It is true 
that on many farms the stock to he 
sold will be that least adapted to fu­ 
ture operations, but there are always 
many exceptions. Here and there are 
farms where the surplus must be sold 
off whether that surplus be good or 
bad in quality. Among the marketable 
product will be found many very good 
birds that may be bought at a very 
reasonable price. 
Agree to pay so 
much per bird and if need be add a lit­ 
tle to the price for tho privilege of go­ 
ing through the flock and picking out 
the best birds. 
Very often excellent 
specimens may be obtained in that 
way. Bick out birds with good combs, 
bright eyes, clear mouths, and smooth 
legs. Be sure that no contagious dis­ 
ease prevails in the flock. This fall 
purchasing Is economical and a help to 
both the buyer and seller. 
If a man 
really needs a bird to put with his lay­ 
ing Hock, the money he pays for a 
healthy bird this fall will be a good in­ 
vestment. it never pays to walt for a 
bird to hatch and mature if we have 
use for her and the money with which 
to buy, for the reason that a fowl that 
is good for anything will have paid 
for herself before a half year has pass­ 
ed.

Wa have observed that the best fowls 
for farmers as flesh and egg producer* 
ar* 
Plymouth 
Rocks, 
Wyandottes, 
Langsbans and Light Brahmas, says 
Poultry Journal. For eggs alone, Leg- 
horn*, 
Minorca*, 
Andalusians 
and 
Hamburgs. The** are the leading farm 
breeds and may be made to do well 
with good, intelligent farifi manage­ 
ment, but do not expect to reap all the 
benefits from a certain breed of fowls. 
Borne of the flesh fowls will disappoint 
you from time to time in the production 
of eggs, and you may aa well look for 
disappointment. * While running 
at 
large, It should be remembered that the 
ben will be supplied with egg shell 
material, but when confined In winter, 
they should be provided that material. 


Two Motte* of Feeding. 
Feeding fowls to produce eggs is one 
mode and feeding them for market is 
entirely different. 
A laying hen 
is 
treated In a certain way which will 
compel her to form and lay all the 
eggs that she is capable of. according 
as she is of a prolific laying strain or 
otherwise. 
All breeds cannot be fed 
alike, if the best results are sought. 
What would be a satisfying meal for 
a Leghorn would Induce fat in a Ply­ 
mouth Rock or Brahma. 
The light 
weight, nervous, active 
breeds 
like 
Leghorns may be fed, therefore, much 
more liberally than the heavy varie­ 
ties. Especially is this true during the 
winter months, when the fowls ar# 
confined to their houses.—Ex.
